WASHINGTON. Nov. 20 
(Agencies) — Representative 
Charles Diggs was sentenced 
Monday to a maximum of 
three years* in prison for bis 
conviction on charges of mail 
fraud and making false state- 
ments. 

U.S. District Judge Oliver 
Gasch ordered ibe Michigan 
Democrat imprisoned for up to 
three years on each of the 29 
counts on which he was con- 
victed. But the sentences are to 
run concurrently. 

The prosecution had deman- 


ded that Diggs be given some 
fonn of prison for his offense. 
Attorney John JCoteliy argued 
that Diggs' conduct “does not 
call for leniency, does noi call 
for a period of probation, but 
calls for a period of incarce-. 
radon." 

He described Diggs' crimes 
as “stealing money from the 
citizens of the United States." 

But Diggs’ attorneys main- 
tamed that his re-election to 
Congress earlier this month, 
despite his conviction, was rea- 
son enough to grant him a 
suspended sentence or proba-

Pacific chain drops army 


SUVA, Fiji, Nov. 20 (AP) — 
The Central Pacific British co- 
lony of the Gilbert Islands, 
which expects to get full inde- 
pendence in 1979, has decided 
to scrap its army, formed two 
years ago as a preparation for 
independence. 

But the now internally self- 
governing territory of 60.000 no 
longer wants the force. 

In moving a bill to repeal 
legislation that had established 
the force. Chief Minister lere- 
mia Tabaj told the House of 
Representatives that he knew 
“of no outside threat and even 
if one was to develop, I can- 


not see what good a 200-man 
defense force would be against 
an invasion from outside 

“If we were threatened we 
would have to call on outside 
help or surrender. All a de- 
fense force would do would be 
to get some of our own people 
kifled.” 

Disaster relief, rural develop- 
ment projects, maintaining in- 
ternal security and performing 
ceremonial duu'es could be ade- 
quately done by the police or 
other authorities, Tabai said. 

$1,500,000 had already been 
spent on the army “rather than 
being used to improve the lives 
of our people.” - 


DiAR ES SALAAM, Nov. 
20 (AP) — Non-Ugandans 
fighting in Idi Amin's army 
will be hanged immediately if 
captured by Tanzania, “Uhu- 
ru," the Swahili-language paper 
of Tanzania's ruling Revolu- 
tionary Party said Monday. 

‘To join with Idi Amin is to 
commit a serious criminal of- 
fence," an editorial said. 

“Nations- which hire soldiers 
to Idi Amin to invade our 
country, to carry out killings 
and destruction in Tanzania, 
will be regarded as having dec- 
lared war against Tanzania. 
We will arrest such soldiers 
and they will not be regarded 
as prisoners of war, but will 
be considered to be mercena- 
ries whose punishment will be 
immediate hanging". 

“In this confrontation we 
will not have mercy on anyone 
who helps facist Idi Amin. We 
will destroy them. Therefore, 
anyone who has hired his citi- 
zens out to facist Idi Amin 
must understand from now on 
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that he has sent his nationals 
to die. There is nothing else to 
say.” 

The editorial follows a state- 
ment over the weekend ny 
Tanzanian Prime Minister Ed- 
ward Sokoine that there are 
unidentified “non-black peo- 
ple” fighting for Uganda in 
the current confrontation. 

Unconfirmed reports are 
circulating in Tanzania that 
more than 1,000 Libyans have 
been sent to Uganda. 

Sunday night, the official 
Uganda Radio dismissed as 
“absurd” a claim by Sokoine' 
that Ugandan troops are still 
occupying Tanzanian territory. 
The radio said the Ugandans 


pulled out last week from 700 
square miles of territory in 
northwest Tanzania immediate- 
ly after being ordered to do so 
by President Amin. 

It said foreign diplomats 
who visited the border area 
Friday were satisfied that all 
Ugandan troops had been 
withdrawn from Ta nzania 
“If the Tanzanians want an 
excuse to invade us again, they 
should look for another reason 
which would look convincing.” 
Sokoine said in Dar es 
Salaam Saturday that Ugandan 
soldiers were once more en- 
trenched on Tanzanian soil 
and wanted his countrymen to 
prepare for a protracted strug- 
gle.

“The bombs were left in 
shops with highly combustible 
goods — clothing, paint, re- 
cords and shoes — and fires 
spread to neighboring shops 
and offices," police said. 

The weekend bombs followed 
the opening of a Provisional 
“winter offensive” that started 
last Tuesday with car bombs in 
the centers of market towns.

Nikolai Sbarygin says he bad 
a death sentence read to 
him in a condemned cell and 
suffered beatings during 10 
years in Soviet labor camps 
and prisons. 

He was speaking Sunday on 
his arrival from Moscow after

President Gaiter's messages to Arab leaders over foe past 
few days should help to dispel much of the suspicion regard- 
ing the progress of the Egyptian-Israeli talks in Washington and 
the Carter administration’s position. The messages are also 
designed to save Washington’s relations with its traditional 
Arab friends. The renewed dialogue has underlined that the 
' Garter administration is not prepared to risk the fixture of its 
Arab reJa lions in return for a single agreement between Egypt 
and Israel The Americans have been nearer to the Egyptian 
position In the Blair House talks, and are possibly as deter- 
mined to achieve a general peace and to refute the charge than 
they want to isolate Egypt from the Arab world and weaken 
the front against Israel 

But perhaps the most important factor in the determination 
to snatch an overall agreement is the oil situation and the 
upcoming OPEC conference in Abu Dhabi. The Americans 
realize that if there were to be any chance of a modest increase 
in oh prioes the signing of the Egyptian-bradi peace treaty 
must take place after the conference on Dec. 16. Treasury 
Secretory Michael BJumeotha], who is touring die Middle East, 
has let it he known that his government continues to rely on 
Saudi Arabia's moderation to limit the oil price increase. He 
has also recalled that the administration's efforts to support 
the dollar will benefit foe oil-producing states and consequent- 
ly a price Increase Is not necessary. 

But this is simple, if not simplistic, talk and the secretary re- 
alizes that a price increase is more than justified. He has 
heard Arab officials concurring that a hefty price increase 
would hurt President Gaiter's efforts to support the doBar. 
But he has also heard «he Arab officials asking what the US- 
is ready «x> offer in return for retrain* beyond foe call of 
duty. 

The only serious area of mutual interest is the Middle 
Ease peace. The Arabs want a general peace and believe that 
the Americans can help them to achieve iti Their fear that 
a separate treaty between Egypt and Israel may be concluded 
at the expense of other Arabs' interests must be overcome be- 
fore the treaty negotiations are concluded and before OPEC 
ministers meet. Otherwise they have no reason to accommo- 
date the Americans more than they already have.

tax evaders) have now come 
under fire ioside Switzerland 
itself. 

Socialist politicians and 
trade umondds are criticizing 
the banks for paying more 
attention to the interests of 
foreign cheats ten to those 
of their own countrymen the 
hade unions even accuse the 
“gnome^” of ‘toiaaipulatizig” 
foe Swiss franc to the benefit 
of the former and the detri- 
ment of the latter. 

The combined attack is, 
without doubt, the outcome of 
the changed situation in the 
Swiss economy, which after 
many years of uninterrupted 
prosperity has recently begun 
to slide into recession. The 
Swiss recession is due mainly 
to a loss of exports, as a re- 
sult of the revaluation of toe 
national currency; this is now 
befog reflected in layoffs of 
workers in such key indus- 
tries as watches, machinery, 
textiles. 

According to the aggrieved 
left-wfogens and trade unio- 
nists, foe banc’s revaluation 
is, in turn, doe to a scramble 
by the wealthy Who have tost 
faith in other currencies .to 
torn their money ku» hard 
Swiss francs; and in this, it 
is alleged, they are encourag- 
ed by Swiss banks which 
make money out of such 
transactions. 

One of the most violent 
attacks on foe banks came 
from Richard Mutter, to his 
inaugural address after being 
elected as the new president 
of the Swiss Trade Union 
Federation in Lugano at foe 
end of October. 

To foe applause of mem- 
bera. Mutter declared: “One 
asks oneself, what is tins eco- 
nomic system, the fate of 
which depends oo very rich 
fooeves Who devote themselves 


to international speculation?” 
He added that because of 
“manipulation” of foe cur- 
rency by the bonks in the in- 
terests of such clients, Swit- 
zerland as a workplace was 
menaced. The same charge is 
levelled by Helmut Hubacber, 
the leader in partiamept of the 
Socialist Party, who accuses 
the banks of playing a “game 
without frontiers” (a referen- 
ce to foe international TV 
contest of foot name) of in- 
ternational speculation. 


According to Hubacfaer, “SO 
p ercent of aH operations" by 
Swiss bankers are on behalf 
'of clients who are tax eva- 
ders in their own country. He 
and his party demand a 5 
percent levy on interest earn- 
ed by foods deposited by for- 
eign residents to Swiss banks 
and savings associations. This 
would be deducted at source 
(but could be reclaimed by 
foreigners on their domestic 
income tax xttums, provided 
their country has a double 
taxation agreement with Swit- 
zerland), 


That's the least that i& jus- 
tified, foe Socialists argue, by 
the fact that at p res en t the 
foreigners pay no Swiss tax 
on foe interest they get from 
Swiss banks, while foe Swiss 
themselves are taxed at foe 
sate of 35 percent, deducted 
at source. 


They stress foot the levy 
would also provide additio- 
nal revenue to foe Swiss Trea- 
sury at a moment when foe 
state is urgently casting 
around for new sources. Sin- 
ce foe amount: of foods de- 
posited by foreigners with the 
haute is estimated at some 
•56 biULon Swiss francs (about, 
534 bitiioa), the receipts could 
be considerable. 

- The Swiss government has 
■even embraced foe Socialist 
proposal for a 5 percent levy, 
•which it argues would not be 
any great burden on ihe land 
•of people wbo can afford to 
Steep foear fortunes to Swiss 
banks. This policy is being 


fottowed, it is said, in order 
to get the support of the So- 
cialist Party (foe largest in 
panhament, though far from 
having a majority) for a pac- 
kage of tax reforms, including 
foe imposition of a value ad- 
ded tax. 

The Socialists have threa- 
tened to sabotage foe package 
unless their “back tax” is in- 
cluded. But iit is opposed by 
other powerful interests in 
parliament, representing cen- 
ter and right-wing parties. 
They support the banks, who 
daim foot any land of tax. 
however small, would lead to 
a flight of foreign capital, and 
that would damage foe eco- 
nomy far more than an over 
valued franc. 

Whatever foe outcome of 
this issue, there can be no 
question that now that the 
economy is in decline, the 
convenience which Switzer- 
land provides for foreigners 
• in to way of fiduciary fund 
management, is coming under 
closer scrutiny. Quite apart 
from foe efatoiq of manipu- 
lation of currency, the de- 
mands on foe rime and exper- 
tise of Swiss bankers axe con- 
siderable. In the case of some 
of foe big banks, over half 
of a& foe buaaess foey gene- 
rate comes from fiduciary 
fund management. 

Some private banks practi- 
cally specialize in this kind 
of buriaera, and in both cases, 
foe whole world is the invest- 
ment outlet for these huge 
aggregations of capital. Most' 
of it ctoesnk stay in Switzer- 
land, but gyrates around foe 
world, in search of the best 
xriuxn avaflable from any 
given place at any given time. 

’ft is perhaps not surprising 
that when Swiss workers lose 
their jobs because their em- 
ployers cannot compete any 
more in export markets, they 
tend to get rather upset; they 
are ha We to be even more 
unhappy if foe medium-sized 
or small firm which employs 
foam (and most Swiss firms 
fell into that category) fails 
for lack of capital. —

ROME — 
Italy's legal establishment is 
in revolt at vfoat it regards 
as gross derilection of duty by 
foe government in administer- 
ing the rule of law. 

This month’s triple murder 
near Rome of a provincial pub- 
lic prosecutor and his body- 
guard and driver has sent shiv- 
ers down foe backs of ihe judi- 
ciary and revealed foe almosi- 
totai inability of Italian society 
to com® to grips with foe new 
terrorism. 

The crime was the worst ter- 
rorist auack since foe kidnap- 
ping of Aldo Moro and the 
murder of Bis five bodyguards 
last March and has led to a 
warning by foe president of 
Italy, Sandro Pertitu, that foe 
fight against terrorism will be 
•‘long and difficult.’’ 

Buc the judges believe more 
can be done. The Supreme 
Council of foe Magistrature, the 
country’s top association of 
judges, summoned President 
Pertiui to listen to their griev- 
ances only hours after he had 
made a formal speech to them 


deploring foe terrorist fciilings- 
The judges grumbied font 
they art underpaid, vulnerable 
to attack, and are working with 
outdated legal codes in under- 
staffed courtrooms. Strikes 
have held tip many proceedings 
already subject to delays of 
months and even years due to a 
backlog of millions of cases 
both criminal and civil. * 

One of foe terrorists who car- 
ried out last week's murders 
was himself killed, apparently 
by his comrades. He was quick- 
ly identified by police as Ro- 
berto Capone, a 24-year-old 
Neapolitan student from a mod- 
est background. 

He shared a roam with, a 
friend in Naples and rented 
another in Avcllino, a sleepy 
small town in the Abniai 
Mountains, which police have 
never regarded until now as 
a hotbed of terrorism. * 

At first Capone's father, a 
local government official, ab- 
solutely refused to believe ti»« 
his son bad got sucked into foe 
terrorist net.

Credit in America

LOS ANGELES — 
U.S. bank and government 
economists predicted through- 
out the summer and early au- 
tumn that interest rates were 
at a peak, or at least could rise 
only a bit further. 

Now, as foe Federal Reserve 
Board has pushed foe cost of 
funds dramatically higher in 
its fight against inflation and 
a declining dollar, the same 
economists concede that the 
US. might soon encounter in- 
terest rates that' will exceed foe 
record levels of 1974 — rates 
that helped plunge America 
•into its worst recession since 
World War 1L 

Besides fueling concern that 
there will be another, although 
mikler, recession in 1979, the 
recent surge in interest rates is 
causing- many analysts to take 
a new look at how a climb in 
rates affects jobs, output and 
price in foe American econo* 
my. 

Some are concluding that 
conventional theories may have 
to be scrapped and a new 
scenario developed for dealing 
with foe modern, inflation- 
ridden economy. Meanwhile, 
confusion and conflicting fore- 
casts are rampant Key ques- 
tions for which it is hard to 
find consensus answers include: 
— -How high wxll interest rates 
have to climb before the Fede- . 
rai Reserve can accomplish its 
goal oi braking inflation’s rise 
and foe dollar's slide? Many 
analysts, see foe bank prime 
rate exceeding 12 per cent, and 
mortgage rates 11 per cent, be- 
fore long, but some think rates 
may have to go much higher 
than those previous record 
levels. 

— What will determine how 
long and how tightly foe Fede- 
ral Reserve system damps 
down on credit growth and 
thereby pushes up interest 
rates? Normally, the Fed tigh- 
tens the screws when foe econo- 
my shows signs of expanding 
too rapidly. Today the econo- 
my is growing only moderate- 
ly, with output climbing ta 
about a 3.5 per cent annual 
rate. This time, the Fed appa- 
rently is paying foe most atten- 
tion to the rate at which foe 
money supply is growing: up 
10.2 per cent In the past six 
months, compared to a target 
rate of 4 per cent to 6.5 per 
cent. 

— As rates reach record le- 
vels, will there be a now set of 
winners and losers in the eco- 
nomy? Normally housing takes 
a beating when foe cost of 
money rises. “This time it will 
be small business and foe con- 
sumer," says Ma urice Mann. 
vice chairman of Warburg Pa- 


ribas Becker, Inc., a San Fran- 
cisco 1 based investment banker. 

'Ihe Carter administration 
and the Federal Reserve offi- 
cially proclaim that interest 
rates are not necessarily des- 
tined for record levels and that 
foe economy, with luck, will 
ease into moderate growth with 
few dislocations. 

But few money market eco- 
nomists are so optimistic. The 
only real question, they argue, 
is when foe peak in rates will 
be reached, and how severe foe 
resulting economic downturn 
will be. 

iney point out that interest 
rates nave peaked at higher 
levels in each business cycle 
since toe Vietnam war-induced 
inflation of foe late 1960s. In- 
terest rates on prime bank loans 
rose to 6 per cent in 1966, <o 
8 per cent in 1969 and to 12 
per cent in 1974. an all-time 
high. 

For foe Federal Reserve to 
achieve its inflation-battling 
goals in' 1978-79, America will 
have to “experience a dramatic 
rise in interest rates" including 
a prime rate well beyond foe 
10.75 per cent it reached this 
month, says Henry Kaufman, 
partner in Salomon' Brothers, 
New York. 

Rates apparently keep cycl- 
ing higher for several reasons. 
For one, businesses and consu- 
mers are increasingly imbued 
with an inflation psychology 
that dulls foe cutting edge of 
interest rates. They are willing 
■to buy more and take on more 
debt, even at higher interest, in 
the belief that their investment 
or purchase will increase in 
value or can be paid hack in 
inflated dollars later. Thus it 
takes higher interest rates to 
beat back foe economic stimu- 
lus of additional spending and 
credit creation. 

For example, a 10.75 per cent 
mortgage rate may exert little 
restraint on homebuyers who 
are encountering 8 per cent in- 
flation and a 12 per cent annual 
appreciation in home values. In 
such circumstances, the home 
will insulate foe buyer 
inflation and make foe interest 
rate appear to be a relative 
bargain. 

Rates may also be destined 
to head continually higher, be- 
cause foe housing industry is 
no longer so vulnerable to an 
early collapse as interest rates 
rise, in the past, federally im- 
posed ceilings on what ba nks ' 
and savings and loans could pay 
for savings led to a shortage 
of funds in those institutions 
during periods of rising rate*, 
as savers invented their money 
in higher-paying instruments, 
such as Treasury bins. r 
Now banks and savings and 


loans can pay market mica : 
6- month savings certifical 
creating a new liquidity 
housing. Savings grew at a 
per cent annual rate from it 
through October, compared u 
7 per cent growth rate beh 
the new certificates were ist 
duoed June 1.

Kaufman agrees. Because 
new housing liquidity romo 
an early brake on foe ocoott 
“interest rates are in foe i 
man's land of foe finatx 
market.** he says- 
Many economists da*f 
with Kaufman's and Leva 
view that housing should tv 
been kept as foe sacrific 
lamb that could cool the o 
nomy without steadily big) 
interest rates. “How can y 
justify kicking bousing an i 
head, and denying peo] 
homes, as a fair way to fij 
inflation 7” asks William Fa 
senior economist at Wells Fai 
Bank, San Francisco. 

But few will deny that 1 
rules of the interest-rate gai 
have changed dramatically. T 
Federal Reserve, pushed 
monetary theorists who mi 
that it should let foe marl 
set interest rates and coact 
crate on controlling the grow 
in debt and money, could tff< 
foe economy in uafooeen wa 
as it pursues a tighter mooeta 
policy. 

“Hopefully, (he effects 
tighter money will be *pce> 
around enough that nobody w 
notice they are there," M 
Fred Struble, an economist 
the Federal Reserve. 

tBut some effects arc aim 
surfacing. 

The next few months cku 
will be advantageous to bta 
nesses with large amou nts * 
cash, which can be used to l 
loans from banks or coocenki 
from vendors. Individuals hoi 
lug sizable amount^ < 
cash can reap big returns t 
investing in instruments tk 
to money market rates. 

But sm al l busi n e s se s will pt 
mightily for cash, if they ca 
find iL And the public, by sia 
large, will find itself squaeflM 
by higher loan rates and evn 
tually will bear foe brunt c 
higher unemployment as cred 
begins to dry up.— (LA*T) .

Arab poetry

AJL-KHOBAR — Stageligiitfi 
dim. Spectators* chatter drops 
to a whisper. The seconds draw 
up chairs flanking center stage. 
With a uds and drums, they in- 
troduce the two combatants. 
George and Jsmael, 

George Andraous, cdnstruc- 
tion foreman and steel' fitter, 
handies his weapons * with a 
clang and clamor: He prefers 
extravagant thrust to nim- 
ble parry. Bul Ismael S ula i man . 
a former shepherd turned car- 
penter, charms the crowd. Lea n 
and impish, he favors' fancy 
footwork. The idiosyncratic 
twist to his charges delight each 
man's seconds — the musicians 
who pick up the rhythm of the 
attack and lend it percussion. 

If the audience were English 
they might have accompanied 
all this with encouragements 
like: "Palpable hit,*' "Bravo." 
or “Touche." But to the 400 
mainly Lebanese spectators 
watching the traditional Zajal 
in Al-Kbobar, the medium is 
loo mesmerizing for interrup- 
tion. 

As a kind of improvisational 
poetry duel, the Zajal recalls 
two poetic genres long absent 
from English literature. It cap- 
tures both the camaraderie and 
competition of those Anglo- 
Saxon bardic contests in which 
the 'wits' of opposing tribes 
jousted in verbal combat for 
national honor. Yet, in its high- . 
ly stylized and lavish versees 
of praise, love and personal 
challenge, it also recalls the 
richness of Elizabethan courtly 
poetry. 

Nevertheless ,tbe Zajal is 
both unique and free of Wes- 
tern influence. 

"The opposite is probahly 
true" says George, after the 
hour-long event ended ami d 
sustained applause. "Every day 
of every year for as long as 
people can remember, the 
Zajal has been an important 
part of Lebanese village life. 
The West probably adopted it 
after the Crusades." 

Although tension-free, there 
is suspense in the moments 
after one poet throws down his 
challenge and before the other 
must take it up. Honor — one’s 
own and one’s supporters — 
is at stake. Silence is not gol- 
den but shameful, an unaccept- 
able tactic when using a langu- 
age as rich in allusion as Ara- 
bic. The topics are sometimes

■ pended emotion until the musi- 
cians signal the end of each 
long stanza. The roar of laugh- 
ter, ten minutes after the “pun- 
chline" is somewhat unnerv- 
ing. . . 

“The audience is hypnotized 
by the language and the rhy- 
thm," said one spectator after- 
wards. The subject matter, 
however silly or common, 
is considered secondary to the 
use of language itself. This 
respect for the tanguage is 
ahnofit sacred. Laughing 
would break the rhythm.” 

The personal taunts are re- 
plete -with boasfis and couch- 
ed in hyperbolic language: 
George: “I am a giant and 
my sfrengph is great,” etc.

ASWAN. Egypt — More 
than eight years have passed 
since the completion of the- 
great High Dam across the 
Nile here, but Egypt's strug- 
gle to tame the river, which 
has been going on for miHe- 
nia, has not ended. 

The High Dam broke forever 
the annual flood cycle that 
bad been the dominant fea- 
ture of Egyptian life and gua- 
ranteed that the people of. the 
Nile Valley between here and 
the Mediterranean would suffer 
neither flood nor drought.

Western Desen, with eventual 
consequences for the environ- 
ment that engineers familiar 
with the project admit they 
cannot fully foretell. 

The purpose of the Toshka 
Canal is to get rid of excess 
water building up behind the 
High Dam. Ironically, at the 
same time Egypt is building

NEW YORK, Nov. 20 (AP) 
— Despite some resistance, a 
new anti-boycott law has in- 
creased U.S. exports to Arab 
countries by 12 per cent, U.S. 
Secretary of Commerce Jua- 
nita Kreps said Sunday. 

The law forbids nations from 
putting clauses in a contract 
with an American company 
that would require it to boycott 
trade with another country. It 
was aimed at Arab countries 
that had tried to block trade 
between American business and 
Israel. 

Honored at a dinner by the 


American Jewish Congress, 
Mrs. Kreps praised the organi- 
zation for its work in support- 
ing passage of the law. The law 
was passed in 1977 and took 
effect in early 1978. 

“Some predicted it would 
have a disastrous impact on 
trade. But I'm happy to report 
that exports to Arab countries 
are up 12 per cent,” she said, 
calling the act “sensible and 
realistic.” 

She attributed the upsurge in 
exports to the power given to 
U.S. companies to trade free- 
ly. 


Mrs. Kreps noted that “seve- 
ral multimiiyoD dollar trans- 
actions were lost because of the 
new law” because some Arab 
countries have opted instead to 
do business with other nations. 

She added: “It clearly de- 
monstrates that it is possible 
to harmonize the viewpoints of 
people in divergent areas.” 

She was the recipient of the 
organization's Stephen Wise 
Award, bestowed for her “ex- 
traordinary public service as the 
first economist and first, woman 
to hold the position of secre- 
tary of commerce.” 


U.S gasoline, oil price hikes 
laid to demand, Iranian strikes 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20 
(AP) — Unusually high demand 
Cor gasoline and the effects 
of the Iranian oil refinery 
Strike are farcing up prices 
of gasoline and home heating 
oil in most parts o£ the Unit- 
ed Stares. 

And the prices win rise 
even further tf the Organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries passes an expected 
increase in crude oil prices 
when it meets next month. 

Motorists in the Chicago 
area, for example, are paying 
an average of 79.1 cents per 
gallon for premium gasoline, 
up 2 cents from a month 
ago. In Atlanta, premium pri- 
ces are up by about 3 cents 
to more than 80 cents a gal- 
lon. But in Seattle, the price 
of premium gas is about 77 .5 
cents per gaflon, only frac- 
tionally higher titan a month 
ago. 

Home heating oil, which 
coot about SI cents a gallon 
a year ago, has risen bo an 
average S3 oenfis a gallon and 
as high as 55 coots in some 
parts of the nation. 

The problem started a 
year ago. The second very 
coki winter in as many years 
forced refineries to step up 
production of distillate oil — 
used primarily for home bea- 
ting purposes — at the expense 
of gasohne production.

LONDON, Nov. 20 — The 
dollar continued to march 
ahead against most of the 
world's currencies, in trading 
that became increasingly broad- 
ly-based. 

On Friday, the U.S". curren- 
cy’s effective depreciation nar- 
rowed sharply from 8.7 per 
cent to 8.3 per cent, in response 
to the latest forecasts from the 
OFCD, which showed that 
Japan and Germany would 
suffer sharp reductions in their 
balance of payments surpluses 
and that the U.S. would be one 
of the main beneficiaries. 

Sterling fell sharply against 
the dollar, dropping 2J cents 
to close at $1.9295 in London, 
its worst level since last Au- 
gust. But the picture in terms 
of continental currencies was 
much better and overall the 
pound was little changed. 

The feature of fixed inte- 
rest was the divergence of 
yields at the long and short 
ends. Prices at the short end 
were still under pressure from 
the apparently inexorable rise 
in interest rates in the U.S. 
Oh Friday, Citibank, the se 
cond biggest U-S. bank, en- 
dorsed the gradually widening 
11 per cent prime rate by lift- 
ing its rates from 10J per cent. 

Several commentators are 
now expecting rates to run up 
as far as 13 per cent early 
next year before peaking. 

Longer-dated securities, par- 
ticularly in the Eurodollar 
market rallied strongly on Fri- 
day on the back of the stable 
conditions in financial and 
foreign exchange markets. The 
sterling sector of the Euro- 
bond market was also strong 
as sentiment swung against is- 
sues denominated in Japanese 
yen and Swiss francs. 

London's bond market also 
reflected enthusiasm for long- 
dated fixed interest securities. 
Despite the sizeable issue of two 
new ‘tap’ stocks by the UK. 
authorities, stocks which the 


government broker supplies to 
the market to help fund the 
public sector borrowing re- 
quirement, prices hardly sof- 
tened at all on Friday even- 
ing A total of 1.3 billion 
pounds was issued, replacing 
the two stocks exhausted >n 
the bout of buying during the 
past week. 

The tone of the market was 
improved by yet another set 
of encouraging inflation statis- 
tics. The retail price index, an- 
nounced on Friday afternoon, 
showed that inflation stayed 
steady at a yearly rate of 7.8 
per cent, a fraction below the 
international average. 

Although there are some siz- 
able price increases in the 
pipeline, the immediate in- 
flation outlook for the UJC 
looks favorable. 

~ ■ . This- was not enough to 
spark any interest in equities at 
all, however. The level of busi- 
ness on Friday was the lowest 
this' year and prices simply 
drifted aimlessly. Volume was 
a little better on Monday mor- 
ning and this time there was 
a noticeably easier tone to 
prices on both the equity and 
gilt pitches. By lunchtime, the 
FT index had dipped to 469.1, 
compared with 472.8 over the 
weekend, while gilts were up 
to £ lower throughout the lisL 

. Wall Street benefited from 
the firmnses of the dollar in 
moderate volume of 25J mil- 
lion shares, 3.9 minion higher 
than on the previous day. 

Additional comfort was 
drawn from signs that the Fed 
has halted, at least for the 
time being, further moves to 
tighten credit. 

The authorities seem to be 
waiting to see what sort of ef- 
fect the last dramatic round 
of interest rate increases may 
have in the monetary aggre- 
gates before adopting further 
tightening. With petroleum 
stocks once again leading the 
way. the Dow Jones Index 
rose 3.55 to 797.73.

their' stay and not to take up 
any paid or unpaid employ- 
ment. The ministry also warn- 
ed Saudi citizens and residents 
in the Kingdom hiring pil- 
grims or visitors or concealing 
their presence will be punish- 
ed.
